CINING TABLES.

The Trensition From the Festive
Board of Primitive Man.

The first dining table was probably
just a block of stone or a log of wood,
but even primitive man must soon
have discovered that these devices did
not provide for the comfortable dis-
posal of his legs and have set about
taxing all his ingenuity to invent some-
thing else, It is probable that as the
result of his cogitations a rough hewn
plece of board supported on two big
stones came into fashion among the
elite In these far prehistorie times.

The early trestle table which was
used in the beginning of the fifteenth
century consisted of a parallelogram of
wood, fashicned into a board, resting
upon two or more pedestal-like sup-
ports. And we have a reminiscence of
this movable kind of table in the ex-
pression, “A seat at the board,” today,
while that of “taking the chalr” Is ob-
viously a survival of the time when a
chair was the place of honor reserved
for the master of the house or given by
the grand seigneur to the guest whom
he wished to bonor, the other diners
sitting upon rude benches placed at
the side of the table.

One can imagine the inventor seated
at the head of his new dinner table,
clad in his best bearskin and surround-
ed by a select and admiring company
of his intimates, who ate roast flesh
literally off the festive board and who
drank the first toast at this first prime-
val dinner party in his honor in cool,
water from a stream hard by. From
this stage to planks resting on rude
trestles would be an easy transition,
and eivilizatlon had of course made
considerable 1-ogress before the sup-
ports and the board were jolned as one
plece of furniture.
